New Tort/Oct. 1.—Senator Harding and Governor Cox, 


aeuttblican and Democratic Presidential noimnees, have pledg- 
ed themselves, if elected, to enforce the eighteenth, amendment 
-o i£« constitution. This statement was made by Daniel Pol- 
ing president of the National Temperance conference, in mak- 


j ir:g public communications received from both, candidates. 


" ° Senator Harding, in a letter to Mr. Poling last month, said 
that he voted. £or the eighteenth amendment and the Tolstead 
act, and had declared for their enforcement, adding: 


' "This is a representative Eepublican amendment ruled by 


the majority as e:spressed at the polls or in the la\rs formulat- 
ed i>~ elected representatives and it is not Ttithin the right of 
any omcer of that government to lightly set aside the will of 
ihe people so expressed, but I may say I am opposed to the re- 
establishment of the'traffic in intoxicating liquors and -will use 
•K-haiever influence or power I possess to prevent such re-es 
tablishments."' 


Governor Cox. in a telegram just received by Mr. Poling, 


said:':I recognized ihe eighteenth amendment as a definite part 
of the constitution and laws enacted thereunder will be ob- 
served and enforced."

The fam- 
Hy was poor, but money was supplied 
to give the boy an excellent education. 
This aroused comment among the 
neighbors and gave riseio the query:

The adopted boy received the name 


of his ioster parents.

gand, who was brilliant to his studies, 
showed a preference lor military af- 
fairs. The friends and neighbors .o* 
the Weygand family -were astonished 
when the youth entered the- famous 
French military academy at St. Cyr. 
He was admitted as a foreigner, al- 
though he had been adopted by a 
French family. 
Lieutenant Colonol at Twenty-Six* 
Weygand displayed the" same bril- 


liance" at St. Cyr that marked his 
earlier educational cpurse-,,JHe passed 
Into the" French army after" his grad- 
uation. He rose to a lieutenant col- 
onelcy, receiving his post In 1912, 
when he was only twenty-sir years 
old.At the outbreak of the World war 
IJeutenant Colonel Weygant* was 
made chief of staS to Foch. He 
planned Foch's brilliant stroke when 
that general was commanding an army 
corps'at the fir=t battle of the Marne. 


Lieutenant Colonel Weygand was 


promoted to a major general In Au- 
gust, 1916, and became France's rep- 
resentative on the supreme war coun- \ 
ciL Later he was president of the | 
niter-allied military committee at Ver- " 
sanies.
